Student hotline in serious need of financial fix 
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Science hotline runs out of 
funding 


Edmonton's Science and Tech- 
nology Hotline is in serious finan- 
cial trouble. Federal grants to the 
service were cut in 1994 and any 
remaining revenue has completely 
run out. 

The hotline, a project of Science 
Alberta, provides all residents of 
Alberta with answers to scientific 
problems. It’s also designed to give 
teachers access to information, 
and provides speakers for schools. 

The Edmonton hotline, staffed 
by volunteers, is one of four in the 
province including Calgary, Medi- 
cine Hat and Grand Prairie. 

Michael Caley, who runs the 
hotline, says it reached more than 
35,000 students last year, 80 per 
cent of whom were elementary 
students. 
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tist and now that’s what she wants 
to be. 

“It doesn’t matter if she ever 
does become one, what matters is 
she now realizes that a woman can 
do all these things and not limit 
herself to only one thing,” he said. 

Calls to the hotline are up con- 
siderably. Last year from Sept. 1 to 
Oct. 31, there were 59 requests for 
services. In the same time period 
this year, the calls totalled 160, 
Caley says. 


Klein government 
responsible for Food Bank 
increases 


A new study about food banks 
in Edmonton has found that the 
number of people using them has 
increased significantly. The study 
links government reforms to the 
increase in use of the food banks. 
Of the 819 respondents, 45 per 
cent had jobs three years ago and 
40 per cent have no income what- 
soever. Study authors suggest this 
is due to the economy rather than 
individual behavior. 

Brian Bechtel of the Edmonton 
Social Planning Council says soc- 
ial agencies have tried to make the 
government give a full accounting 
of the impact of the reforms but, 
so far, they have failed. 

“Alberta’s welfare reforms are 
being used as a model throughout 
the country,” Bechtel said. “We

Success is not always measured in contracts and labels

his past Saturday, The Edmonton Journal 

ran a front page column questioning why 
Edmonton has not produced a major musical 
act in the last 10 years, while the rest of 
Canada is in the ecstatic throes of an unprece- 
dented industry boom (& la Shania and 
Alanis). The article speculated that the reason 
may lie in the fact that Edmonton bands don’t 
know how to sell themselves. It’s a view, I 
think, that misses the essential point — that 
Edmonton, our city, is about difficult dreams 
and their fragility, and their failure. 


City full of needy 


It is something that you notice around 
Christmas time, that Edmonton is poor and 
that no matter what our hopes, our city is 
not a cosmopolitan centre comparable to 
Toronto, or Calgary even. In truth, all our 
major artists, or at least those we claim as 
ours (k.d., TPOH, SNFU), had to leave 
Edmonton to become commercially suc- 
cessful. Prosperity has fled this city and it is 
left now with the humble, difficult dreams 
of those who have remained and especially 
those who continue to come from small 
towns and warm countries and reserves 
and farms, their dreams coiled about them, 
desperately. 

Santa’s Anonymous, as most know, is an 
organization that assists the Christmas 


dreams of the many needy families in 
Edmonton by providing gifts for children 
who would otherwise have none. On 
Sunday a cavalcade of Edmonton musical 
stars dropped in to The Rosebow] Pizza to 
raise funds for the charity. It was the fifth 
consecutive year of the event, organized by 
Mike McDonald. 

Of course, there could be no better leader 
for the benefit than McDonald, who fronted 
arguably our city’s greatest band, Jr. Gone 
Wild, through manifold mutations, utter 
financial failure and eventual demise by 
refusing to leave Edmonton. It's difficult to 
overestimate the influence of McDonald, 
and his perseverance, on our music scene, 
as evidenced by the number of super-grade 
acts he was able to gather for the event. 

Among those volunteering their time 
were Lester Quitzau, the integer Edmonton 
guitar hero, who played a typically remark- 
able set of blues/Gospel/funk/psychedelia; 
strong female folk-rockers Painting Daisies; 
rockabilly gods The Silver Bishops; ebul- 
lient Pal Joey; the ubiquitous Chris Smith; 
and super-group The Bodkins, with their 
freak show of folly (including a Dyn-o-Mite 
Tom Jones cover). 

Of particular merit, to me, was the set by 
Ben Spencer, a young singer-songwriter 
blessed with supple vocals and a sharp lyri- 
cal sense who is certainly a star on incline. 
But of course, the highlight of the night was 


reserved for Mike McDonald. 

First up was his stripped down Mike 
McDonald Band which ripped through a 
short set with a vigor and confidence 
McDonald hasn't surmounted for years. He 
seems revitalized somehow, and raucous, 
baby, with granite-edged but still peppy 
new songs. Now a tight trio, MMB has its 
sound finely honed and an album on the 
way. McDonald's continued reinvention and 
his unwillingness to turn into a punk-era 
nostalgia act is a testament to his talent and 
his class. 

Then again a little nostalgia never hurt 
anyone. In fact the on-stage, set-long 
reunion of Jr. Gone Wild brought the 
already amiable evening to a tender climax. 
The crowd danced and sang in unison to 
songs which had once unified us when we 
were all much younger, songs which we 
danced to when we were growing up on the 
too wide, too cold streets of Edmonton. 

Mike and friends raised $700 and a big 
sack of toys for the kids. As I walked out of 
the Rosebowl the cold embraced me, as it 
does here. 

I could still hear the joyous sounds of Jr. 
Gone Wild spilling muffled on to the street 
with me and I felt, as I walked away, that I, 
we, might yet belong some place i in the

Festival could become an art 
gallery for the future with START: 
Destination 2000. 

START is a student art program 
that was designed to encourage 
students to design works of art 
and to think about the future at the 
same time. Lynette Maurice of 
First Night said the student pro- 
gram was introduced because 
there was no real component for 
children in the annual festival. The 
project will also give emerging stu- 
dents a place to showcase their 
art. It is hoped START will grow 
over the next four years, she said. 
So far about 1,300 kids are 
involved. 

Letters were sent to schools 
inviting teachers to involve their 
students in the project, which 
includes kindergarten to Grade 9. 

“Some of the artwork is from 
special education kindergarten 
kids and some is from very 
advanced (students) in Grade 9.” 

Many of the students made a 
mask of their own face out of plas- 
ter cast, wire frame or papier 
maché. First Night will feature 200 
masks this year and is hoping to 
have 2,000 by the year 2000. The 
masks will be used to create a 
“Totem Pole.” 

For the Tower of Hopes and 
Dreams, students were asked to 
create a picture of their dreams for 
the future. They’ll be sewn togeth- 
er and illuminated from the inside 
to create 20-foot towers. “Some of 
the pictures are really quite involv- 
ed,” Maurice said. 

Another option was to decorate 
a pair of old shoes for the “Shoe 
Tree Forest.” 

The pieces the children produce 
will be on display for this month 
and most of January. After that 
some of the work will be moved to 
other buildings to stay up and the 
rest will be stored for next year, 
Maurice said. 

Aside from the new, First Night 
will also feature many other things 
this year. Edmonton’s hotels will 
participate in an ice-sculpting con- 
test. The sculptures will all be 


based on the mythical beasts in 
the “Lands” of the festival site 
Festival media liaison Darka 
Tarnawsky said they will be built 
in Churchill Square on Dec. 30 and 
the judging will take place that 
evening. 

First Night will also feature an 
interactive pavilion. Located in the 
Convention Centre, it will include 
activities like mask-making and 
dancing in front of a shadow wall 
A drum factory ] be on site so 
people can make their own drums. 
People will even be given a har- 
ness and a drumstick so they can 
play their new instruments. 

Also in the pavilion will be a 
900-square-foot game sioner for 
Snakes and Ladders 
will be played with p e 
markers and they will actually get 
to go up a ladder or down a slide 
depending on the roll of the dice. 

City Hall, the Citadel Theatre, 
Commerce Place and Scotia Place 
will all represent a different “Land” 
and will feature different cultural 
displays. 

The Lands will be represented 
by the Celts as the West, the Métis 
as the North, the Peruvians as the 
South and Asian culture in the 
East. Each land will perform its 
own dance and each area will fea- 
ture its own mythical beast repre- 
senting its culture. 

This year will feature a petting 
zoo, the likes of which you've 
never seen, called the “Petting Zoo 
of Instruments,” featuring over 50 
of the instruments in an orchestra. 
Musicians from the “Festival of

Prints 

McMullen Gallery, University of

s many have gleaned by now, 

there’s been a tremendous surge 
of activity in the Edmonton print- 
making community. First with the 
opening of the SNAP Gallery in 
October, followed by the opening of 
the very impressive Print Study 
Centre at the University of Alberta in 
November. Now the McMullen 
Gallery has been chosen as the site 
of the international exhibition of 
Contemporary Japanese Prints. 

The show presents print work 
from Japan’s foremost contempor- 
ary artists. United in this shared 
medium, the various graphic exp- 


ressions in the show possess a 
common visual sound level. These 
are very quiet pictures. 

Japan has a very long and illus- 
trious print and paper-making tra- 
dition. However, post-war Japan- 
ese art bears the burden of res- 
ponding to a radically changed 
nation and culture. Though diffi- 
cult to define, this exhibition 
reflects a contemporary sensibility 
that is uniquely Japanese. 

Barbara Johnston, the cultural 
co-ordinator of the gallery located 
in the Walter C. Mackenzie Health 
Sciences Centre, is uniquely sensi- 
tive to the expressive power of 
visual art and, in particular, images 
within the hospital environment. 

Said Johnston, “Powerful emo- 
tion always exceeds the limit of a 
word. Images involve a part of our 
minds and being that is more inti- 
mate than language.” 

These Japanese images speak to 
the senses in a particularly poetic,

mediative way. The elegance and 
simplicity of a number of the 
works defer any kind of conceptu- 
al reading. 

For instance, one piece by 
Tomoharu Murakami appears to 
be a simple image of a black 
square on a white paper surface. 
However, closer consideration 
reveals the subtle layers of color 
poised behind the surface.The pic- 
ture reveals black is not simply an 
absence of color, but rather a con- 
densation and cancellation of ele- 
ment.

Painting Place: The Life and 
Work of David B. Milne

ore than 40 years after his 

death, artist David B. Milne has 
arrived. For a painter who spent 
much of his life in relative obscurity, 
it is an impressive posthumous 
début. Painting Place: The Life and 
Work of David B. Milne is the first 
book of a four-volume series to be 
published by the University of 
Toronto Press. Its author is respect- 
ed art historian and arts administra- 
tor David P. Silcox. 

It’s a massive undertaking aimed 
at establishing Milne as Canada’s 
first great modern artist. The book, 
part of a project expected to cost 
more than $1 million, is beautifully 
illustrated with more than 190 
color images and more than 200 
black and white illustrations. It’s 
also a good read. 

Milne’s career spanned the first 
half of the century. He was not 
only a painter but also a print- 
maker and a gifted writer. One 
authoritative American critic des- 
cribed Milne as one of the three 
greatest painters of his generation. 
Now Silcox has completed the 
work which will bring his art to a 
wider audience. 
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Although not part of the Group of Seven, David Milne is 
considered one of the three greatest artists of a generation. 


“He was like a piece of litmus 
Paper,” said Silcox. “The times im- 
printed themselves on him be- 
cause he was original and because 
he was sensitive. The paintings, 
although they reflect the spirit of 
his times, also reflect him. And the 
paintings are still fresh. Some of 
these were done 80 years ago. But 
they look like they just came off 
the easel.” 

Milne was born in rural Ontario 
and studied art in New York. It 
was there he began to paint his

powerful modernist work and 
draw the attention of both art 
patrons and fellow painters. It 
would be more than 20 years be- 
fore he would return to Canada, 
effectively withdrawing from the 
larger arts scene. 

Milne’s life was not an easy one. 
Money was always a problem and 
it was only in his last years that 
Canadian institutions began to rec- 
ognize his talent. When he died, 
just short of his 71st birthday, he 
left an estate valued at just

it. In Toronto and the east we do 
stadium shows with 13,000 people. 
Hopefully, we'll manage to sell out 
Red's. 

“I see Edmonton for what it is: a 
good group of people who need 
the opportunity to see these acts. I 
enjoy coming to Edmonton,” 
added Sheppard. “Pirate Radio’s 
been 96 weeks on the West Coast, 
so I thought, why not do it in the 
west?” 

The decision to do a series of 
release parties across Western 
Canada (Winnipeg and Calgary are 
other stops on the tour), rather 
than the traditional Toronto, came 
as a result of Sheppard’s stated 
goal of “getting the music to the 
people” wherever they might be. 
And whoever: Sheppard is a big 
proponent of all-ages shows and 
will be adding one to the Edmon- 
ton date. 

The western Canadian tour, he 
claims, is not about making a pile

Canada is ahead of the U.S. as far 
as dance goes,” he claimed, point- 
ing out that our southern neigh- 
bors are just now, for example, 
realizing all-dance format radio 
stations can be profitable.

Pop star got title for new disc from vanity plate

| Be Voisine is riding high. With a new CD out and 
now his own record label, the Canadian singer has 
never felt better, except for the endless promotional 
work that goes along with it. “I’m tired,” he moans. 
“We've been doing this (touring Canada doing inter- 
views) for a month now.” 

But with the first single Kissing Rain, off his new 
album of the same title, recently entering the adult 
pop chart at No. 36, Voisine doesn’t have much to 
complain about. In fact, he thinks it’s his best work 
ever. 

“It's a better album. The songs are stronger than 
they were on the previous ones,” says Voisine, who's 
known for his romantic ballads and lilting lyrics. “I 
think this album is way more together than the other 
ones were.” 

Voisine hailed originally from New Brunswick and 
spent the first ten years of his life there, but has also 
lived and worked in Québec for much of his life. His 
first two albums were French but now it’s mostly 
English for Voisine, who’s trying to expand his mar- 
ket. A few French expressions still creep into his 
songwriting, though, and there is one French song on 
Kissing Rain. 

“Sometimes English is better, sometimes French is 
_- ~better: it depends on the song . . . I always write the 
songs in English and then write them in French. 
Sometimes I prefer the French version and sometimes 
I don't. It really depends.” 

Voisine credits both a change of scenery (he lives in 
L.A. most of the time) and control over his own label 
for some of the improvements in his work. “I’ve 
always paid and produced for everything I’ve done 
before. The label thing is something I wanted to get 
into. It’s more control; it’s also more responsibility, 
but I’m learning.” 

Living in L.A. provides lots of creative inspiration, 
too: “Kissing Rain was a vanity plate that I saw on a 
car in L.A.,” he laughs. One reason he wanted to live 
in L.A. was so he could collaborate with a variety of 
other artists, which he’s been doing. The song Chaque 
Jour de Ta Vie is a duet with Richard Marx. 

Voisine has also been playing around with different 
styles and his music has been the beneficiary. Unlike 
previous works, such as 1993’s huge seller /'ll Always 
Be There, Kissing Rain is more diverse and not quite 
as sentimental, although there are still several of the 
trade-mark songs about LOVE. 

Despite all the glamour, the good-looking Canadian 
still exhibits classic modesty, attributing much of his 
success as a performer to coincidence. His first love

—from Elephant Wake 


lephants? Floating? Hasn’t any- 

one told the folks at Catalyst 
Theatre the only thing floating at this 
time of year should be either your 
cash flow or Jolly Old St. Nick him- 
self? 
In fact, the floating elephants 
are part of a massive fantasy con- 
cocted by Jean Claude, the last 
remaining resident of Ste. Vierge, 
Saskatchewan. Jean Claude is the 
leading man in the poignant mem- 
ory play Elephant Wake that took 
Edmonton by storm in the summer 
of 1995. 

Playwrights Jonathan Christen- 
son and Joey Tremblay have 
remounted their triumphant Fringe 
hit as part of Catalyst Theatre’s 


1996/97 season and, while it may 
not be a Christmas show per se, 
Elephant Wake captures the spirit 
of joy and hope evidenced in the 
season. 

“The premise of the show seems 
really sad — one guy living by him- 
self in an abandoned town with 
nowhere else to go — but this guy 
has a funny story to tell,” said 
Tremblay, who plays the indomi- 
table Jean Claude in this one-man 
show. “He’s got a mantra that runs 
throughout: ‘There's no time to be 
sad. If you’re being sad you're 
being lazy.” 

Elephant Wake started as an 
autobiographical short story An 
Elephant Memory by Tremblay. 
With the help of a Canada Council 
grant and the insights of Christen- 
son, an award-winning play was 
conceived. 

“We think there are enough peo- 
ple who hadn't seen it, or want to 
see it again, to justify remounting 
the work,” explained Tremblay, 
who will produce Elephant Wake 
under the direction of Christenson. 

“We haven't changed much of 
the text, excepting a few chunky 
bits, but the blocking is different 
to accommodate our new space,” 
said Tremblay. “In some ways it’s

The 
French cancan at the end was the 
kicker, however. What’s a reject 
from Klondike Days doing in a 
London pub circa 1912? 

McIntosh’s decision to end the 
play with George Bernard Shaw’s 
original ending was more trouble- 
some (poor choreography merely 
annoys; plays that don’t make 
sense encourage insomnia).

Hz: as it may be to believe, 
ylvester Stallone doesn’t take 
off his shirt even once in his latest 
flick, the disaster-themed 
Daylight. Rejoice or hang your 
head, take your pick. 

Stallone plays a fully-clothed ex- 
emergency rescue captain (you 
thought I was going to say Navy 
SEAL, didn’t you) turned New 
York City cabbie. A fateful series 
of events — an armed robbery, a 
prison transfer and three trucks 
full of volatile toxic waste — result 
in a devastating explosion (and 
some pretty cool special effects) in 
the middle of the tunnel that sepa- 
rates New York and New Jersey. 

Convinced he could be the dif- 
ference between life and death of 
the survivors, Stallone (who hap- 
pens to be an expert on the tunnel 
in question) goes in, unfortunately 
on a one-way ticket. In true com- 
puter-game fashion, the desperate 
group has to find the hidden exit 
before they’re all killed by cave- 
ins, flooding or each other. 

Realistic? Somewhat. You could 
debate for hours what exactly was 
going through the mind of the 
explosive fireball so that it selec- 
tively killed almost everyone in the 
tunnel, but left a dozen or so peo- 
ple completely unscathed, includ- 
ing one tunnel safety guy who was 
apparently at ground zero. But 
you'd be called a disaster nerd. No, 
Daylight’’s realism is captured in 
the anguishing deaths of the 
remaining survivors — sometimes 
suddenly, sometimes painfully 
slowly. Stuff to live for? Loose plot 
lines? The Mae goentt care. 
Anyone cz 


missing a character. Beyond the 
ragtag cast of wish-they’d-stayed- 
in-bed victims from various back- 
grounds, and even the token dog, 
it needs a cynical funny man. Sev- 
eral times, I wanted a goofy Rob 
Schneider-esque guy to cap a typi- 
cal “the tunnel’s caving in” scene 
with an inappropriate quip about 
preferring to be on an exploding 
bus with Keanu Reeves. 

Sure Daylight is reminiscent of 
Airport or The Night the Bridge 
Fell Down (anyone else remem- 
ber?), but I’m not exactly knocking 
over Roger’s Video patrons to re- 
serve a copy of those films either. 

“Just get those people to day- 
light,” Sanders’ death’s-door char- 
acter says at one point. If he were 
talking to me, I'd come through if 
“those people” were Stallone fans. 
Otherwise, I doubt I could save 
them from disappointment. 

Even if I took my shirt off.

The anticipation can overcome the stress which often curtails regular sex life 





recent survey said American 

women make love less now 
than they did 10 years ago. The rea- 
son? Three-quarters of the women 
who responded said they didn’t have 
time for sex. 

Terrible, isn’t it. Unfortunately, I 
can relate. Between work, social 
commitments, friends and the 
occasional trip to the grocery store 
— or, perhaps even more deca- 
dent, the laundromat — who has 
time for those long, leisurely after- 
noons devoted to sex? These days, 
I find myself having sex in instal- 
ments. You know what I mean: a 
little foreplay Monday, a bit of 
intercourse Wednesday, and an 
orgasm . . . no, that'll have to wait 
until the weekend. 

According to Juliet B. Shor, 
author of The Overworked Ameri- 
can, Americans work the equiva- 
lent of a month more per year than 
they did in 1969. Leisure time has 
dropped by 40 per cent since 1972. 
They — and by loose extension, 
we — work two months more per 
year than the Germans or the 
French. And that’s the people who 
have jobs. The stress of not work- 
ing can also wreak havoc on your 
sex life. 

Beryl Chernick, a relationship 
counsellor from London, Ont., says 
half her clientele is people who

have lost their jobs, can’t get one, 
or don’t know if they'll have a job 
in the future. 

“They come to me complaining 
that lack of arousal and desire is a 
big problem in their relationship, 
but with a little digging I discover 
their life is filled with financial 
uncertainty,” Chernick says. “That 
kind of mental stress generates 
neuro-hormones that actually turn 
off desire, but most people don’t 
make the connection.” 

God, even sex is suffering cut- 
backs in today’s economy. 

I don’t need a scientific study to 
tell me fatigue and stress interfere 
with desire and arousal. Ask my 
boyfriend. But there are plenty of 
studies to back me up if you don’t 
believe him. Stress affects the ner- 
vous system and, in men, this can 
slow testosterone production and 
lead to erection problems. In 
women, fatigue has been linked to 





lack of desire, lack of orgasm and 
painful intercourse. 

How we deal with stress often 
compounds the problem. Men tend 
to clam up while women can't shut 
up about their misery. This dynam- 
ic in a relationship often creates 
more tension; the kind that leads 
to those really fun, rational argu- 
ments — who last emptied the lint 
trap in the dryer — when you're 
both exhausted and way stressed. 
In fact, The Overworked American 
also lists exhaustion after work as 
one of the big argument-starters in 
relationships. 

And I hate to always be whining 
about this but it’s particularly 
tough on us gals. 

We've still got this superwomen 
thing going — the old “I have to be 
everything to everyone” complex. 
In all fairness guys are feeling it 
too, citing fatigue and lack of time 
as the big sex killer, but let’s face 
it: most women still carry more 
family responsibility in the rela- 
tionship in addition to their 
careers. Nothing like a little resent- 
ment to add to the stress. 

The problem is, sex doesn’t pay 
the biils or make us famous (un- 
less you're Heidi Fleiss — and look 
where it got her), so it tends to go 
to the bottom of the priority list; 
the thing we do after everything 
else gets done. On top of this, peo- 
ple still believe sex should happen 
spontaneously. 

“If you look at most people’s
